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EDUCATION OF JAPANESE AT 
WAR RELOCATION CENTERS

The following statement represents the policy of the California 
State Department of Education on the education of Japanese at War 
Relocation Centers. 


1. A ‘‘Memorandum of Understanding,’’ developed by repre- 
sentatives of the War Relocation Authority and of the California 
State Department of Education constitutes the basic statement of 
policy of the Department with respect to the establishment of educa- 
tional facilities for Manzanar and Tulelake Relocation centers. The 
main provision in this agreement calls for the proposed legislation to 
permit the formation of a unified school district in each center to 
comprise the territory included in the center. 

2. Special day and evening classes may now be set up in a reloca- 
tion center provided they are properly organized in accordance with 
law by the school district in which the relocation center lies. 

3. Since no provision for post high school work in the relocation 
centers has been made by the federal government, and since those in 
charge of the education programs at Tulelake and Manzanar are 
desirous of setting up such programs, the following procedures are 
suggested as those consistent with present requirements of law. 


a. The governing boards, or their authorized representatives, 
of California districts maintaining junior colleges may under 
School Code section 3.223 organize work in the relocation centers 
for students who have been evacuated from their districts. The 
School Code does not authorize or contemplate the establishment 
in a relocation center of a branch junior college or of classes in 
existing junior colleges which may be attended by any or all 
students of the relocation center. 

b. The establishment of academic courses by the University 
of California on an extension basis at a relocation center will 
result in such credit and recognition as may be given by the 
University of California. 

e. The relocation centers have every right to set up their 
own facilities out of their own resourees for post high school 
education. To secure recognition for work of this type they may 
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contact an existing junior college, submitting specifications and 
plans for courses of study, library and other equipment, and 
teaching personnel. A junior college may, on the other hand, 
indicate to the director of studies for post high school education 
in a relocation center the credit and recognition which the junior 
college will accord to students who later may wish to transfer 
from the relocation center to the junior college in question. This 
procedure is similar to, or identical with, procedures already in 
existence between California public junior colleges and privately 
supported junior colleges or lower divisions of privately supported 
four-year colleges. Junior colleges are authorized to conduct 
negotiations of this type. 

Because no authority exists therefor, the governing board of 
a district maintaining a junior college is not authorized to send 
representatives to the relocation centers to act as educational 
advisers to the relocation centers in their proposals to establish 
post high school education.

APPELLATE COURT DECISIONS 


Liability of School District for Injuries to Pupil 
While Crossing Street 


Where students of a high school were required to cross a public 
street during school hours in going to and from classrooms and the 
gymnasium of the high school but, with the knowledge of the principal 
of the high school, had been crossing at a point where there was no 
crosswalk or ‘‘ Traffic sally’? and where there was no sign posted warn- 
ing the students against crossing at such point, or teacher stationed to 
prevent their doing so, and there had been no general rule prohibiting 
such practice formulated or called to the attention of the students, it 
is a question of fact, in an action for damages for injuries to a student 
struck by an automobile while crossing the street outside of a crosswalk, 
for the jury as to whether, with the knowledge of the dangerous prac- 
tice of a large part of the high school students in crossing the street 
outside of a crosswalk, ordinary care for their protection did not 
require of the school authorities something more than sporadic warn- 
ings to individuals and groups in those accidental instances when 
teachers happened to be present. 

Satariana etc. et. al., v. Sleight et al., 54 A. C. A. 358, (reversing 
judgment of trial court granting nonsuit against San Jose Unified

ATTORNEY GENERAL'S OPINIONS 


Agreement Between District and Student and Parent for Use of 
District-Owned Musical Instrument 


The authorities of a high school district may require a student and 
his parents, as a prerequisite to the district’s lending and providing the 
student with a musical instrument, to execute an agreement which 
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fixes the value of the instrument and under which the student acknowl- 
edges the receipt of the instrument and agrees to return it at a stated 
time in as good condition as when received and the parent agrees to 
reimburse the district for the loss of, or damage to, the instrument 
while in the student’s possession (citing School Code section 1.33). 

Such an agreement may not contain a provision requiring the 
student to assist in all public functions undertaken by the band. 
(AGO NS4557, October 9, 1942.) 


Contract for Completion of School Building Begun Under 
WPA Program 


Where the governing board of a schoo! district began the erection 
of a new school building under an agreement by which the district was 
to furnish all the materials and the WPA all the labor and where the 
WPA has informed the board it cannot furnish the skilled labor neces- 
sary to complete the job, the board may in order to prevent damage to 
the uncompleted building by rain may under School Code sections 
6.30-6.36 provide for the completion of the building (the estimated cost 
of all necessary materials and labor being estimated at $30,000, and the 
cost of skilled labor alone being estimated at $8,000) in either of the 
following ways: 

1. The board may let a contract to the lowest responsible bidder after 
advertising for bids for the furnishing of all labor and materials 
necessary to complete the job, or, 


2. The board may let a contract or contracts, to the lowest responsible 
bidder, after advertising for bids for the furnishing of the skilled 
labor necessary to complete the job. Under this arrangement the 
materials would be furnished by the district and the unskilled 
labor by the WPA. The skilled labor could be itemized and a con- 
tract let for the furnishing of all skilled labor or the skilled labor 
could be divided into crafts and several contracts let to bidders 
agreeing to furnish specific types of skilled labor only. Provision 
should be made in such contract or contracts for the fixing of 
authority and responsibility for directing all labor on the job and 
the progress of the work. (AGO NS4508, August 20, 1942.) 


Duty of District Attorney or County Counsel to Act as to Eminent 
Domain Proceedings on Behalf of School District 


It is the duty of the district attorney to undertake, initiate, and 
prosecute an action in eminent domain upon the request of and for the 
benefit of a school district (citing AGO NS3336, interpreting Political 
Code section 4513 and School Code sections 2.805 and 2.806 and AGO 
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NS4417) providing he is not disqualified. (AGO NS4416, July 
1, 1942.) 


Authority of School District to Employ Private Counsel in 
Eminent Domain Proceedings 


It being the duty of the district attorney or county counsel to 
represent a school district in initiating and prosecuting an action in 
eminent domain on behalf of the district, a school district may not 
employ private counsel to render such services when the district attor- 
ney or county counsel was not disqualified and did not refuse to or 
neglect to act (citing AGO NS4416). (AGO NS4417, July 1, 1942.) 


Filling of Vacancies on Board of Education of a Chartered City 


Where the section of the charter of a city providing that a certain 
designated city officer shall appoint the members of the city board of 
education (the governing board of a unified school district) and fill all 
vacancies therein is so amended as to provide for the election of mem- 
bers of the city board of education but not for the filling of vacancies 
on the board, and no other provision of the charter is applicable, the 
former provision for the filling of such vacancies is repealed and 
vacancies therein must be filled by the county superintendent of schools 
under School Code section 2.2025. (AGO NS4563, October 9, 1942.) 


Financing of State Teachers’ Retirement System 


Subject to the qualification that the minimum retirement salary 
provided for by the State Teachers’ Retirement Law bears a reasonable 
relation to the number of years of teaching service and to the salary of 
the teacher, a minimum retirement salary may be specified toward 
which the state and teacher may contribute and which shall be in effect 
a minimum retirement salary for every teacher in California. A pro- 
posed provision of the law which requires that teachers who are not in 
local retirement systems shall pay larger amounts to the retirement 
system than teachers who are members of local systems, and also pro- 
viding for correspondingly larger payments by the state to the system 
and larger retirement salaries to such teachers, is not special legisla- 
tion and is not violative of section 21 of Article I of the Constitution. 

It would be constitutional for the state to contribute to a retire- 
ment salary fund even though the law made it optional for eligible 
persons to become members of the system and contribute, if the right 
to participate is based on a reasonable classification and is made avail- 
able to all employees of a particular class. However, only persons who 
were members of the system ard contributed could share in its benefits. 
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Each conclusion expressed is based on assumption that proposed 
amendments will not affect teachers on retirement prior to the effective 
date of such amendments or who would be retired concurrently with 
the operation of such legislation. (AGO NS4224, April 15, 1942.) 


Increases in Teachers’ Salaries During the School Year 


Where the contracts of employment between the governing board 
of a school district and teachers for a school year reserved to the 
board the right to increase the annual salaries of the teachers during 
such a school vear and a resolution adopted by the governing board 
of the district increasing the salaries of the teachers stated that the 
purpose of the increases was to compensate for additional duties and 
time to be required because of the governing board’s plan to expand 
the school activities to conform with the war effort, such increases 
are valid. (AGO NS4564, October 13, 1942.) 


Letting of Contracts for School Supplies by County 
Superintendents of Schools 


The provisions of School Code sections 6.30 et seq. requiring 
certain contracts let by governing boards of school districts to be let 
to the lowest responsible bidders, are not applicable to agreements 
for the purchase of school supplies let by county superintendents of 
schools under School Code sections 6.470 et seq. and 6.470a et seq. 
(citing AGO 9444). (AGO NS4562, October 13, 1942.) 


Payment by School District of Obligations Due Architect Under Contract 


Where at the time the governing board of a school district entered 
into an agreement with an architect for the performance of archi- 
tectural services during the years 1935 to 1939 there were sufficient 
district funds available to pay the obligation but subsequently such 
funds were exhausted, any now existing indebtedness of the district 
to the architect under said agreement is not payable out of current 
funds because of section 18 of Article XI of the Constitution, unless 
such current funds include funds of the years in which the indebted- 
ness was incurred or unless before the end of the year or years in 
which the indebtedness was incurred funds remained in amounts 
sufficient to satisfy the indebtedness (citing cases). 

While a judgment for the indebtedness might be secured by the 
architect, the payment thereof is likewise subject to the restrictions 
contained in section 18 of Article XI of the Constitution. (AGO 
NS4333, May 28, 1942.) 
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Procedure in Action Against Teacher to Secure Payment of Judgment 

For the purposes of section 410 of the Code of Civil Procedure 
(providing a procedure for the payment of judgments secured against, 
among others, employees of school districts) where a judgment creditor 
of a publie school teacher desires to follow the precedure provided in 
said section, the county auditor is a proper officer with whom to file 
the abstract of transcript of judgment and affidavit therein mentioned 
(citing AGO 10400). (AGO NS4338, June 18, 1942.) 


Right of School District to Interest on Funds Deposited in Banks by 
County Treasurer 

A sehool district is entitled to be credited with the interest earned 
on funds of the district deposited by the county treasurer in a bank 
pursuant to the Depository Act of 1933 (Deering Act 2834a). (AGO 
NS4402, June 25, 1942.) 


Right to Leave of Absence of Principal Entering Federal Service as 
Civilian Training Instructor 

A principal of a school who enters the service of the federal 
eovernment as a civilian training instructor of the IV Air Service 
Command does not enter the service of the armed forces of the 
United States so as to bring him within the provisions of School Code 
section 5.534 or Military and Veterans Code section 395.4 and thus 
entitle him to a leave of absence as a matter of right although the 
governing board of the employing district may grant him a leave of 
absence under School Code section 5.720. (AGO NS4479, July 30, 
1942. ) 


Status of Probationary Teacher Entering Military Service After 
Notice of Dismissal 

Where a probationary employee of a school district, after serving 
in the district for at least 75 per cent of the number of days the 
schools of the district were maintained during the school year (School 
Code section 5.503), is given notice that he will be dismissed at the 
close of the school year under School Code section 5.681 but prior to 
the close of the school vear enters the military service, he does not 
come within the provisions*of School Code section 5.534 relating to 
absence from district service while in military or certain Red Cross 
services. It is immaterial in such a case that the employee may have 
been paid his annual salary on a twelve-month basis. (AGO NS4486, 
August 5, 1942.) 
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Status of Teacher Leaving Service of District to Seek Commission in Army 


A teacher who leaves the service of the district without a leave of 
absence first having been granted by the governing board of the 
district merely for the purpose of endeavoring to obtain an officer’s 
commission in the United States Army does not come within the pro- 
visions of School Code section 5.534 and must be deemed to be no 
longer an employee of the district by reason of his having broken his 
contract of employment. (AGO NS4486, August 5, 1942.) 


Uniformity of Teachers’ Salaries 


After the teachers of a district have been employed for a school 
year and their annual salaries for such year have been fixed and are 
not subject to increase during such school year, the governing board 
of the district in order to secure the services of a teacher to fill a 
vacancy may pay her a higher salary than that paid the teachers 
theretofore employed and having like experience and service without 
incurring any obligation to increase the salaries of the other teachers. 


(AGO NS4564, October 13, 1942.) 


Validity of Rule and Regulation of State Board of Education on 
Leaves of Absence of School District Employees 


The State Board of Education was not authorized under School 
Code sections 5.750 or 2.1382-2.1383 to adopt the following rule and 
regulation, which it adopted on December 30, 1941, and such rule and 
regulation is therefore invalid: 


Every employee of high school and junior college and elementary 
school districts in positions requiring certification qualifications shall be 
granted a leave of absence upon request where absence from his employ- 
ment is occasioned by service or training in the military forces of the 
United States or the California State Guard; duties as a member of the 
Congress of the United States, the Legislature of this state, any official 
board, commission or other body of this state or of a city, county or 
district thereof. 

Where such absence is for a period not to exceed three (3) teach- 
ing days in one calendar month, the employee shall be paid the full salary 
of his employment while on leave of absence; where such absence is for 
a period in excess of three (8) days in one calendar month but not to 
exceed six months in a school year, the employee shall be paid the dif- 
ference between the salary of his employment and the compensation paid 
to a substitute employee during leave of absence. 

Sections XVII and XVIII of Part I of the Rules and Regulations 
of the California State Board of Education are hereby repealed. 


(AGO NS4486, August 5, 1942.)

STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION ACTIONS 


The following actions were taken by the California State Board 
of Education at its meeting in Los Angeles on October 23 and 24, 1942. 


Adoption of Textbooks in Handwriting. The Board adopted the 
third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, and eighth books and accompanying 
teacher’s manual of the New Laurel Handwriting series by John C. 
Almack, Lillian E. Billington, Elmer H. Staffelbach, and John L. 
Powers, and published by the Laurel Book Company, for a period of 
not less than six years nor more than eight years beginning July 
1, 1948. 


Penny Milk for School Children. The Board approved, in accord- 
ance with School Code section 2.1428, a co-operative arrangement 
agreed upon by the Superintendent of Public Instruction and the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Administration of the United States Department 
of Agriculture whereby school districts in communications of less than 
10,000 population may sponsor the AMA school milk program under 
which milk will be furnished to school children at not more than one 
eent per half-pint, with no discrimination between paying and nonpay- 
ing pupils. 


Approval of Appointments to State Curriculum Commission. The 
Board approved the reappointment by Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Walter F. Dexter of the following persons to the State

Regulations on Credentials. The Board amended its regulations 
governing the issuance of credentials for public school service by elimi- 
nating the following requirements during the existence of an emergency 
declared by the President of the United States: 

1. Health certificate, in connection with application for renewal of 
credential 
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2. Verification of successful teaching experience, in connection with 
application for renewal of credential 


3. Completion of at least six semester units of required training 
within preceding five-year period, as a requirement for credential

USE OF SCHOOL BUSES 


The following statement released on October 8, 1942, by Joseph B. 
Eastman, Director of the Office of Defense Transportation, is repro- 
duced below for the information and guidance of public school officers 
and administrators: 


The Office of Defense Transportation recognizes that the preservation of 
democracy is dependent to a large degree upon the maintenance of an adequate edu- 
eation program for the Nation’s children. I am aware, also, that one-sixth of the 
country’s school population commutes between the home and the classroom. 

At the same time, a tremendous burden, born of the war, is being placed upon 
all forms of transportation. It is imperative that the operators of school buses con- 
tribute their share in meeting the crisis by putting to the best possible use the equip- 
ment which is still available. 

To this end, school districts everywhere should survey their bus service at once 
to determine where curtailments can be made. In no ease should a school bus con- 
tinue to function where rail service or regular public bus service is available. Fewer 
stops should be scheduled, even though this requires some pupils, who formerly 
boarded the bus in front of their homes, to walk hundreds of yards. In general, the 
school bus route should avoid overlapping by following the “main road” and having 
the children living on “side roads” meet the bus along the principal highways. 

Revised schedules should be predicated on the assumption that the physically 
able child can walk two miles to and from school, where weather conditions permit, 
as in many instances his father and grandfather did before him. 

In the past, local regulatory bodies wisely have adopted stringent regulations 
covering the operation of school buses. It may be necessary to relax these regula- 
tions somewhat in certain communities to permit older pupils to stand in the vehicles 
provided their safety is not endangered. 
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Staggering of school hours presents an excellent opportunity to the local dis- 
tricts to obtain the maximum utilization of their bus equipment. There is no valid 
reason why all the school buses should travel to and from the schools at the same 
hours each day, to stand idle in the school yard in the interval, if by staggering half 
as much equipment could be used for double service. Hours’ staggering worked out 
on a community-wide basis, also can release school buses for the transportation of 
workers. 

It is quite possible that some school buses will be diverted from places where 
they are least needed to centers where they are urgently needed, particularly the 
centers where war preduction has heavily increased population. All such diversions 
will be decided on the basis of the nation-wide transportation requirements. 


It is the clear duty of the school bus operators to use their vehicles in this 
time of emergency only in the actual transportation of pupils between their schools 
and homes. Obviously, this does not include the use of equipment for such events 
as athletic and music contests. 

With the supply of new buses almost exhausted, school authorities must realize 
that future allocations will of necessity be based vee full co-operation with the 
ODT’s conservation program. 


USING SCHOOL PROJECTORS FOR WAR INFORMATION FILMS 


Motion pictures giving information about the war and how Amer- 
icans can help are being produced and distributed by the Bureau of 
Motion Pictures of the Office of War Information. Such pictures, all 
of them 16mm sound films, are available from established commercial 
and educational film distributors throughout the country. A list of 
these distributors and a description of the available films can be 
obtained free of charge by writing to the Bureau of Motion Pictures, 
Office of War Information, Washington, D. C. 

These motion pictures are information films designed so that the 
American people will better understand the progress of the war. They 
inelude three aviation films—‘‘ Bomber,’’ ‘‘ Winning Your Wings,’’ and 
‘‘Target for Tonight’’; five pictures showing war production in fae- 
tories and on farms—‘‘ Bomber,’’ ‘‘Tanks,’’ ‘‘ Lake Carrier,’’ ‘‘ Democ- 
racy in Action,’’ and ‘‘Home on the Range’’; two pictures dealing with 
civilian responsibilities—‘‘Safeguarding Military Information’’ and 
‘‘Salvage’’; two films concerning our armed forces—‘‘Ring of Steel’’ 
and ‘‘Winning Your Wings’’; one film, ‘‘Men And The Sea,’’ showing 
the men who man our cargo ships; another film, portraying the heroic 
fight of China against Japanese aggression ; and three “‘song shorts’’— 
‘‘Anchors Aweigh,’’ ‘‘Keep ’Em Rolling,’’ and ‘‘The Caissons Go 
Rolling Along,’’ sung off stage against stirring action scenes. 

Widespread use of war information films depends upon three 
things: films, projectors, and audiences. The films are available and 
the audiences are available. Wherever there is a gathering of American 
citizens, schools, churches, men’s clubs, women’s clubs, civilian defense 
groups in every community there is an audience for war information 
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films. Films and audiences are ready. The principal need now is for 
projectors. 

There are an estimated 20,000 16mm sound projectors in the United 
States, over half of them owned by schools. It is evident that if all 
these projectors were used only one day a week to show war films to 
100 people, the weekly audience would be 2,000,000. If they were 
used once a day, five days a week, the audience would be 10,000,000. 
And if they’were used twice a day, once in school and once out of 
school the weekly audience would be 20,000,000. 

It is the business of the schools to share the use of these projectors. 
Schools are urged to get government war films from the nearest film 
distributor. These war films should be shown to students in the morn- 
ing, to a men’s luncheon club at noon, to a P. T. A. meeting in the 
afternoon, and at a community gathering at night. By co-operating 
with service clubs, community groups, civilian defense councils in 
scheduling the use of films and projectors, the projectors can be kept 
working to win the war. 


UNITED STATES OFFICE OF EDUCATION PUBLICATIONS

Twenty-six Job Opportunities in the United States Army Air 
Force is a simple but complete guide for men desirous of joining the 
United States Army. The chart outlines the qualifications, duties, 
and advantages of twenty-six positions, including ground and flying 
posts filled by both officers and enlisted men. Price 10 cents. 


Safety for the Worker, by Agnes Martocci, was prepared for 
trainees in war production classes. Price 5 cents. (Vocational Divi- 
sion Bulletin No. 222, Defense Training Service No. 1). 


The Worker, His Job and His Government, by Agnes Martocci, is 
a handbook of federal labor laws as they affect the worker. Price 15 
cents.

MANNER OF PLEDGING ALLEGIANCE TO FLAG 
DESIGNATED IN FEDERAL LAW 


A statement on the manner in which civilians shall salute the flag 
is now embodied in federal law, approved by the President June 22, 
1942. Section 7 of the federal act (Public Law 633, Seventy-seventh 
Congress, H. J. res. 303) is quoted in full. 


See. 7. That the pledge of allegiance to the flag ‘I pledge allegiance to the flag of 
the United States of America and to the Republic for which it stands, one Nation 
indivisible with Liberty and Justice for all,’ be rendered by standing with the right 
hand over the heart; extending the right palm upward, toward the flag at the words 
‘to the flag’ and holding the position to the end, where the hand drops to the side. 
However, civilians will always show full respect to the flag when the pledge is given 
by standing at attention, men removing headdress,

Historical Backgrounds of Ethnic Differences by Bruno Lasker 
and William A. Hamm comprises a study of the interaction of immi- 
grant eulture groups in America, based on the authors’ wide experi- 
ence in the study of ethnic groups, and drawing upon a rich fund of 
literature in the fields of immigration, social psychology, and racial 
anthropology. 

Peoples of the United States by Simon Mareson is a sociological 
approach to the cultural backgrounds of ethnie groups in the United 
States, written for senior high school students. 

A resouree unit for high school students dealing with intergroup 
prejudices as they affect the individual and society is being prepared 
by Hortense Powdermaker, Queens College, New York. In addition, 
Ruth Kotinsky is writing a report on intergroup antagonism and inter- 
cultural education in four school settings. Miss Kotinsky’s study is 
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based on records of interviews with school administrators and teachers 
and of classroom observation. It is planned to add monographs and 
units to the series as the needs of educators may warrant.
